The contiusg
Detween Philadelphia at two by the clock and
Atlaptic Oity ut four, was startliug. On Friday
the gaod people of tha lormer could breathe the
breath of life without experieneing the senaation
which Dante has conceived to be Lhe very acme
of torture.

Bursiag of the XNew Jersey State Prison
at Trenton—Fearful Kxcitoment among
the Coanvicts,

city that the priscn wae on tire, the exeitement
became iutense, una u the course ol an hour
thousands of the people had ussembled in the
vieinity of thet massive editice, Lohe vacuunt
lo's un Bevond street, immedistely in the rear
of the pricon, were literally packed with exeited
prople. sud the Jund Aumes dnd dense volume
of rmcke risiug wbove the gloomy walls pre-
sented & #0ine of ternble grundear.
